Augusta Military Academy's 
yearbook, Recall, has just been 
cited by the Future Journalists of 
America as the top 1971 year- 
book among secondary schools. 

James F, Paschal, executive 
director of the organization, 
wrote: “You have set the pace 
for the quality, standard of ex- 
cellence, and the creativity which 
all, yearbooks should have. If 
the perfect yearbook is pub- 
lished, we expect the Recall to 
be it.” 

In addition to the top year- 
book designation, Recall  re- 
ceived the Americana Award 
and a special citation for ex- 
cellence and creativity. 

Columbia Scholastic Press As- 
sociation designated the 1971 
Recall as medalist and awarded 
the book 992 points out of a 
possible 1,000.

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Nixon’s Chinese Game Plan Plays To Lose 


It started with a simple game of ping-pong. Then 
President Nixon took the initiative. In an effort to 
redk ‘down the barriers separating the United States 
and Red China, he made plans for a journey to Main- 
land China next year, lessened trade restrictions, and 
permitted his United Nations ambassador, George 
Bush, to accept Red China on the UN Security Council. 

Suddenly we are in a bind. Our shift in policy 
has not only guaranteed the Red Chinese a seat on

the Council, but also has insured that they will gain 
that seat on their own terms. 

Their terms include the expulsion of Nationalist 
China (Taiwan) from both the UN Security Council and 
General Assembly. This would leave Mao's regime as 
the only representative of all China. It would also 
deprive the Nationalist government of the power and 
influence it has exercised as one of the five major 
UN powers, an influence that has been one of the 
main reasons for the survival of its 14 million free 
Chinese in the face of Communist aggression. 

President Nixon cannot be left blameless for the 
predicament we are now in. The Algerian-Albanian 
resolution, which calls for the admission of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic of China and the expulsion of Na- 
tionalist China, is in line with a general international 
trend toward recognizing Red China. But recent US 
political moves caused many nations,. which would 
probably have voted against the measure, to see 
which way the wind was blowing and fo alter course 
accordingly. 

Ambassador Bush gives the Algerian-Albanian 
resolution a 50 percent chance of passing, unless 
the US can have the expulsion labelled an ‘‘import- 
ant question.’’ The resolution would then have very 
little chance of passing, but prospects for the “‘im- 
portant question"’ tactic are slight. 

What most Americans overlook, however, is the 
fact that the United States can, if it wishes, achieve 
almost any of its UN policy positions. Without US

financial support the UN would collapse. Economical- 
ly, militarily, and politically the majority of UN mem- 
bers exist in some degree of dependence on the US. 

Sometimes. a nation with an abundance of power 
has got to use some of it. Our dealings with Red 
China have all but alienated our Nationalist allies. A 
simple ping-pong match is no sweat. But when the 
object being batted around is an ally like Taiwan, 
you've got to play to win.—Doug Driscoll

Simple beauty 
marks Nash solo

“lam a simple man, so | sing 
a simple song” is the gist of 
Graham Nash's ‘Songs for Be- 
ginners."’ The fact that he says 
so in lyric form makes the lis- 
tener appreciate the album all 
the more. 

Musically it is a masterpiece 
in its simplicity. The lyrics are a 
bit repetitious and probably the 
weakest aspect of the album. 
Yet in every song Nash has a 
point to make, a point which, 
in his opinion, needs repeating. 

Songs like “Be Yourself’’ and 
“Wounded Bird” exemplify 
Nash's simple style of writing 
and arranging. Yet this .sim- 
plicity seems to make the mean- 
ing stand out. It also intensifies 


the more complex cuts on the al- 
bum such as “‘Chicago’’ and “'I 
Used to Be a King.’’ On the 


album they seem relatively 
heavy; individually . . . light 
rock, 


Nash blends the finer quali- 


ties of McCartney, Dylan, Bee 
Gees, and ultimately Crosby, 
Stills, Nash & Young to give his 
music a beauty which only his 
voice could accent, Whatever 
backup was needed, was pro- 
vided by Rita Coolidge whose 
talent alone is a compliment to 
any album. 


No bones are made about the 
album being a beginning. It is 
Nash's first venture without the 
security of the names Crosby, 
Stills, and Young. It is pleasing 
to the ears and the mind. It is 
beauty... sheer, simple beauty. 
Still, everything about “Songs 
for Beginners’’ says beginning 

. . only the beginning.
